Bank at Lufkin. it is a provaie insiiiudcion 
which he capitalized and founded himself,

This Texas banker is a Missourian by) 
birth, having been reared tn Texas County. 
H.s father ia the owner of vast land pos- 
sessions there. Cravens is 26 years o.d 
When his father gave him $12.00 as a 
starter in life the young man moved from 
Texas County to Texas State. He wanted 
a wide field for operation. He started the 
bank at Lufkin, a smal! village. He stari- 
ed a tobacco farm justi outs.de the Lmit: 
of the Little town. ie built a pretty littl 
cottage, which was the home of himself 
his wife and baby. He built houses to 
rent. In short, it was only a little while 
until Cravens was looked upon as a king 
by the Texas villagers. His importancs 
Was made grenter by reason of the fact 
that his wife is soon to Inherit an immense 
fortune,

WHAT WINS VICTORIES. 


When Capt. Philip of the Texas, after the battle of Santiago, 
exclaimed “I believe in God the Father Almighty,” and called 
upon his men to give God the pralse, he uttered the sentiment 
which lies behind victory. 

Men who do things are men of trust. They rely upon a 
higher and greater power than their own little selves. Some- 
times the power is conceived as a personal being, sometimes 
as an Impersonal principle. But however understood it ts 
recognized as the source of life and the giver of victory. 

The most striking and noteworthy characteristic of this 
power is that it is always on the side of right. The occasional 
successes of wrong appear to be preliminary to a completer 
triumph of right, which Is vindicated in theend. This makes 
history a cheerful study. ,

It is understood these troops are to be 
moved by the returni ¢ transports which 
are now reaching the American coast. A 
letter received in camp from United States 
Senator Fairbanks at Washington, says the 
entire second division of the First Corps 
was to be ordered to Porto Rico.

Levis Is Charged With Ordering a 
Search Illegally and With Sup- 
pressing a Public Record. 


Lee Meriwether, as attorney for Walter 
Vrooman, filed suit at 1 o'clock Tuesday in 
the office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
for $25,000 damages against Gen. Jim Lewis, 
vice and acting-president of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, and Election Com- 
misioners Hugh J. Brady and William 
Flewellyn Saunders. The defendants are 
sued as individauis and not in their official 
capacity. 

The suit is based on a search warrant is- 
sued by Lewis at the request of the election 
commissioners May 27, in connection with 
the alleged theft by Vrooman of three 
election booths and a tab.ie, which were 
taken from a poliing place at 1557 South 
Broadway, May 17. Vrooman was charged 


at the t:me by the eiectlon commissioners 
with stealing the booths, and while the case 
was pend.ng in the Court of Criminal! Cor- 
rect.on and Vrooman was in jail awaiting 
trial. The search warrant was issued di- 
recting Vetective Samue:i Allender to search 
the premi-es of Vrooman, at 4713 Page ave- 
nue, for the booths and table. 

The petition of suit sets forth that Gen. 
Lewis, by virtue of his office, Is entitled 
to issue search warrants upon places for 
property where there is evidence to show 
that such property was ‘stolen.’ That 
while the petitioner was In jail on a war- 
rant “instigated and procured by defend- 
ants Saunders and Brady, know- 
ingly, willfully, falsely and maziicious- 
ly charging plaintiff with the crime 
of stealing three election booths and one 
table of the value of $15, on which he has 
since been tried and acquitted on the 
State’s own evidence, -aild defendants, 
Saunders and Brady, together with George 
W. Jones, the other election commiss-oner, 
applied to defendant Lewis for the issue of 
a warrant for the search of plaintiff's 
house, 4713 Page avenue, in the city of St. 
Louis, a-leging that on or about the 17th of 
May, 1898, there had been t@ken and car- 
ried away from 1557 Scuth Broadway, tn the 
city of St. Louis, three election booths and 
qne table of the vaiue of $15, and that they 
had good reason to believe and did believe 
that said property was then concealed in 
plaintiff's hou:e,” etc. 
The petition proceeds by 
Lewis, ‘“‘to ald Saurders and Brady 
malicious spitework against plaintiff, insti- 
xated for his humiliation and di’grace, con- 
federated and consnired with them for that 
purpose and prostituted the high powers
